Democratic Citizenship 


It is the sacred duty and should be the pleasure of the voter to vote. 
The foregoing is probably not a new statement. 
said before, perhaps not in these exact words, but with the same meaning. | 
But in the light of history, and comparatively recent history at that, it) 
seems necessary to repeat the admonition contained in the opening affirma-| 
tion from time to time—“lest we forget.” 

And forgetfulness is one of the excuses of a percentage of those who) 
omit to cast their ballot on election day. It is an alibi sometimes used, ; 
whether it be a federal, provincial or municipal election. In these days, | 
however, when so much publicity is given to elections in the daily and) 
weekly press and over the air, it can hardly be classed as an excusable , 
excuse. Rather, it should be labelled a “thin” one. | 

As a matter of fact, of all the weak excuses offered for neglect to! 
exercise the franchise, forgetfulness is one of the weakest. Even for those 
who value their democratic privileges very lightly it is a poor reason. 

While forgetfulness is a weak excuse for not voting, the “What is the 
use?” attitude is one of the most futile and indefensibie, yet that alibi is| 
probably a great deal more popular than “1 forgot”. 

It is futile and indefensible because, often enough, if those who use | 
it were to go to the polls and express their choice, they would be sufficient 
to turn the tide in the direction of their own. desires. 


A Serious Disservice 

Those who refrain from voting on this ground are doing themselves, 
their community and the elected representatives and defeated candidates a! 
disservice | 

Their breach of duty towards themselves lies in the fact that they are 
depriving themselves of a function which they ought to perform in justice 
to themselves. They are taking away from themselves all right to complain’ 
if the elected representatives do not conduct themselves in the manner in 
which the negligent voters would have them comport themselves, if they 
do not fulfil the promises which they have made, or if they do not carry | 
out the policies and principles which these inactive voters would like to} 
have them adopt. 

They are rendering a disservice to all the other electors in the electoral 
district in which they are qualified to exercise the franchise, because they 
neither lend support to the majority nor give full weight ‘to a minority voice. 
To the extent to which they refrain from casting their ballots they are) 
stultifying the viewpoint of the entire community. 

As for the elected representative and the defeated candidates, they | 
have a right to complain of unfair treatment if the voters do not turn out! 
and register their views at the polls’ 100 per cent. How can an elected! 
representative carry out the wishes of the majority of his constituents, if | 
he is elected by a minority of them’? And that is what happens sometimes 
in a closely contested election when a number of the voters remain home 
on election day. He does not know their views, or at the best, can only 
guess them. : 

And the defeated candidate also has good ground for a complaint. He 
might have been elected had ft not been for the negligence of some of the 
citizens. 


A Serious Defection 

The need for the reminder is evident when it is pointed out that in the 
federal general elections of 1935 only 242,736 votes were polled in Saskat- 
chewan, or only 54 per cent. of those entitled to exercise the franchise on 
that occasion. This means that nearly one half of the eligible voters in| 
that province played no part in sending representatives to the House of 
Commons in that election, ° 

A better showing was made by the Saskatchewan electorate in the 
provincial elections of 1938 when slightly less than 80 per cent, of the 
eligible vote was polled. Even that, however, is not a good showing when 
a little over one-fifth of the voters failed to record their views on provincial 
administration. 

Doubtless, if the figures were at hand, comparable results could be 
shown in the other prairie provinces. 

The question arises what is to be done to arouse citizens-of the country 
to the importance and necessity of taking a greater interest in the manage- 
ment of their own affairs. Compulsory voting, with penalties for failure 
to exercise the franchise, has been tried and is in effect in some countries, 
but it is not regarded as an unqualified success. 

In any event, it should not be necessary to compel people to look after 
their own affairs and their own interests and especially in such important 
matters as government. : 

The basic principle of democracy is self-government by an enlightened 
and interested citizenry. This fundamental is badly shaken and the form 
of government for which our ancestors fought over a thousand year period 
is seriously imperilied if a substantial section of the citizen body fails to 
avail itself of its privileges.

Iron- 
ically enough, the bird was imported 
into this country to combat foliage- 
eating caterpiliars. Bight pairs, hav- 
ing been brought from England in 
1850 by directors of the Brooklyn In- 
stitute, were liberated in Brooklyn 
the following year. 

During the next 20 years colonies 
were established also in St. Louis, 
San Francisco, Cincinnati, Philadel- 
phia and other cities. He now thrives 
in nearly every part of the country. 
Indeed, this sparrow of European 
origin (his native country does not 
seem to be known) is probably the 
most numerous of any land bird in 
the world and the most widely dis- 


tributed.

Even though it stould be granted that the Treaty did not con- 
form to all the Fourteen Points, there is at least one Point, with 
which the Treaty did completely accord, and that is Point No 
jThirteen which read as follows: 

‘An independent P.i.rh State should be erected which should ~ 
melude the territories inhabited by indisputably Polish populations 
which should be assure] a free and secure access to the sea, ank 
whose poiitieal and economic independence and territorial integ- 
rity should be guaranteed by international covenant.”’ 

Poland, as finally set up, was based entirely upon this Point No. 
thirteen. Only areas with a clear majority of Poles were admitted 
to the new nation, and so the City of Danzig (the place of free ac- 
cess to the sea) was nc! placed under Polish administration but 
but instead was made an cntirely independent city under the 
Veague ¢{ Nations. t. 

If, therefore, there is any particular matter dealing with the 
Pourteen Points, with which Mr. Hitler should be satisfied, it is, 
certainly, the Polish setticment; and the proof that dt one time 
this setivement actuaily did satisfy him is shown by the fact that in 
1934 Mr. Hitler himsc'f concluded a Treaty, a non-aggression Pact 
with Poland, which was to run for ten years, or until 1944. 

And now, suddenly, without warning, Mr. Hitler has torn up that 
Pact with Poland, and neremptorily has demanded Danzig and the 
Corrido: to the Sea.

With Great Britain as mediator, Poland agreed to negotiate. But 
just as the negotiations were being arranged for by Great Britain 
end by Mr. Mussolini, Mr. Hitler suddenly, and without warning, 
ruthlessly invaded Pole d and bombed cities, which is, to say the 
‘wast, hardly an indication of a desire for a peaceful settlement.

Playing A More Important Part In 
The Affairs Of The Country 

Few city-bred people have a true 
appreciation of ‘the importance of a 
weekly press. Yet, for more than a 
hundred years, remembering Wm 
Lyon Mackenzie's Colonial Advocate 
and its contemporaries, the “week- 
lies” have played an impressive part 
in the affairs of this country. 

With the advance of modern com- 
munication, some people, usually city 
folks, felt that a decline of rural 
press was inevitable. Yet never has 
it been in a stronger position \than, 
it is to-day. Never has it been in 
a position to exert more power and 
influence in public affairs. While its 
influence is mainly local, the weekly 
press collectively carries great 
weight provincially and nationally. 
The weekly newspaper is closer to its 
community than other publications. 
This close contact is something that 
is recognized by political and busi- 
ness leaders alike. 

Rural weekly newspaper properties 
were never before so valuable or 
more ably conducted as business en- 
terprises. If you doubt this, try to 
purchase a weekly in any good 
town, irrespective of size. Never 
have these papers been so ably 
edited, despite the arguments of o!d- 
timers who recall the fighting editors 
of the 90's and before. 

One important factor contributing 
to this success is the Canadian 
Weekly Newspapers Association, 
managed and guided by Clarence V. 
Charter4— himself a weekly publisher 
at Brampton, Ont. This body re- 
cently held its twentieth annual 
meeting at Niagara Falls.

Pearls From Herrings 


Seales Shipped To United 
From New Brunswick 
Reports to the Dominnion depart- 
ment of fisheries from its inspectors 
in the southwestern New Brunswick 
area tell of the continuation of busi- 
ness in herring scales, which are 
shipped to the United States where 
they are used in producing 
essence which, in turn, is used in 
making artificial pearls, knife 
handles, etc. The scale business is 
not very large, although in 1937 it 
amounted to slightly more than $12,- 
500, all of it done by New Bruns- 
wick fishermen 
In making pearl essence the lus- 
trous particles adhering to the scales 
are removed by a special process and 
held suspended in water. Later, the 
excess water is drawn off and the | 
essence remains. The lustrous par-)| 
ticles, by the way, are deposits of 
very thin blade-like crystals of pure | 
guanin in the epidermis of the fish, 
The crystals, scientists say, are 
roughly proportionate to the size of 
the fish from which they come; thus,!

Trans-Canada Planes Travel On A 
Double-Track Route 
Trans-Canada air lines planes must 
fly 1,000 feet higher than the highest 
bit of land over which the machines 


are passing. By insisting on that 


regulation, the pilots know that they 
| will have plenty of Space to clear 
mountains or hills. 

As the routes are all carefully 


planned, and as the pilots operate 
their planes with the help of the 
radio range beams, they know where 
they are at all times during a flight 
The planes also travel on what is 
known as the double-track route 
Machines going either East or 


North fly at heights of 5,000, 7,000, 
9,000, 11,000 or odd thousands of 
feet. 


Machines going either West or 
South fly at heights of 4,000, 6,000, 
8,000, 10,000 or even thousands of 
feet. 

That means that airplanes travel- 
ling in opposite directions will have 
1,000 feet clearance. It is a safety 
measute which gives to each ma- 
chine its own track or path through 
the air

Luxury Streamlined Trains More 
Expensive Than People Imagine 
Apart from the horror of the kill- 

ed and injured in the wreck of the 

Southern Pacific's crack streamliner 

in Navada, there is brought home the 

fact that a luxury train costs from 
$1,500,000 to $2,000,000, 

That huge amount, says W. L. 
Clark in the Windsor Star, is for one 
single train not for a fleet of trains, 
It means that a huge chunk of ‘capi- 
tal is required before such a train 
can be placed in service. It also re- 
veals some of the problems the rail- 
ways have to face in meeting the 
demands of traffic and service. 

It has often been suggested that 
the Canadian Pacific and Canadian 
National Railways should put fast 


luxury trains in service between
